MEMORANDA. 


T'rade.—The imports during September were valued at £3,045,904, which 
is £583,708 more than the corresponding month of last year. For 
the nine months there was an increase of £3,816,319, as compared 
with last year. The direct oversea imports during the month 
amounted to £1,690,397, as compared with £1,331,231 in Septem- 
ber, 1905. During the nine months there was a falling-off in gold 
and agricultural implements, while increases were shown in metals, 
machinery, iron and steel, apparel and soft-goods. 


The oversea exports for September amounted to £3,256,087, and 
for the nine months to £19,893,752, which show increases of 
£1,181,267 and £6,621,032 respectively, compared with the corres- 
ponding period of last year. There were increases in all the prin- 
cipal articles, especially gold, wool, skins, and frozen meat. Of the 
increase during the nine months, £3,194,352 was in merchandise, 
and £3,426,680 in gold. 


Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals exported from New South 
Wales during the third quarter of 1906 amounted to £1,752,530, 
and during the first nine months to £4,391,942, which show increases 
of £521,703 and £917,239 respectively, as compared with the corres- 
ponding period of last year. All the minerals show increases, the 
largest being in coal, copper, and tin. The gold yield during 
September was 32,089 oz. crude, equal to 26,993 oz. fine, valued at 
£114,659. During the nine months of 1906 there has been an 
increase in the valve of gold produced of £28,023, as compared with 


the corresponding period of last year. 


Prices.—The general index number for September was practically equal 
to that for August. The index number for pastoral produce was 
1,283; for metals, 1,466; and for all articles, 1,277. During the 
month prices of the industrial metals increased still further, and 


generally the only decline was in frozen beef. 


Meteorology.—During September the rainfall was again remarkably 
eood. Over the greater part of the State, especially west of the

Mountains, the falls were above normal. In the coastal districts
